REPORT  OF    THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  The  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  Leyden: 

The  Leyden  Elementary  School  opened  its  doors  on  September 
7,  1972,  with  fifty-eight  pupils  distributed  within  its  K-6  pro- 
gram structure.  This  slight  decrease,  along  with  projected 
stable  enrollments,  allowed  a  staff  reorganization  that  inclu  - 
ded  Miss  Pearl  Rhodes  as  teacher  of  grades  4,  5,  and  6,  and 
building  principal;  Mrs.  Rena  Finch,  grades  1,  2,  and  3;  and 
Miss  Jacqueline  Brodeur  as  morning  kindergarten  teacher  and 
part-time  teacher  aide  the  remaineer  of  the  school  day.  Mrs. 
McConnell's  (grades  3  and  4)  entry  into  the  Union  #18  Title  I 
program  in  September  was  an  outgrowth  of  such  restructure. 
The  professional  staff  is  complemented  by  Mrs.  Ruth  Tuller 
in  the  lunch  program  and  Mr.  Darwin  Hine  as  part-time  cus- 
todian. The  reassignment  of  pupil  and  staff  reflected  a  more 
realistic  pupil-teacher  ratio,  encouraged  cross -grading  of  so- 
cial skills  and  utilized  the  physical  plantmore  effectively  while 
maintaining  equivalent  skill  and  content  development.  It  also 
allowed  reallocation  of  budget  monies  to  educational  priorities 
within  the  means  of  the  community. 

Educationally  we  feel  that  reassessment  of  needs,  evaluation 
program  and  staff  coupled  with  a  standardized  test  format 
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that  possesses  identifying  needs  data,  assists  us  to  establish 
direction  and  objectives  within  the  educational  process.  We 
have  sought  to  meet  this  need  in  a  Title  I  Summer  Program 
for  approximately  eighty  Union  K-6  students,  and  have  since 
incorporated  regular  school  year  support  service  in  the  form 
of  funded  remedial  reading,  arithmetic  and  learning  disabili- 
ties personnel.  Leyden  also  received  the  shared  services  of  a 
Special  Education  Teacher  a  n  d  itinerant  personnel  in  art, 
vocal,  and  instrumental  music.  This  directed  attention  and 
recognition  of  special  student  needs  within  small  groups  and 
individual  settings  reinforces  teacher  performance  and  assures 
teachers  and  parents  that  student  needs  will  be  identified, 
screened,  and  serviced. 

Administratively,  the  central  office  has  provided  a  cost- 
conscious  standardization  of  educational  equipment,  custodial 
materials,  and  has  increased  bidding  and  bulk  purchase 
savings.  On  the  educational  front,  in-service  programs  and 
funded  project  proposals  allow  us  to  economically  provide 
services  and  materials  normally  beyond  the  resources  of  a 
single,  small  community  operation. 

Summarily,  we  see  on -going  staff  and  parent  involvement 
and  program  review,  K-12  skill  coordination,  evaluation,  and 
prescriptive  activity  for  students,  as  pointing  the  way  to  a 
quality  educational  program  at  Leyden  ElementarySchool. 
We  look  for  background  exposure  through  increased  field  trip 
experience  and  continued  community  support  of  instituted  pro- 
grams»  Above  all,  we  seek  to  be  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
the  Community  and  its  children  in  providing  excellence  of 
educational  opportunity  now  and  in  the  future.  We  are  espec- 
ially appreciative  of  the  encouragement  and  support  provided 
by  parents  and  town  officials  in  this  cooperative  endeavor.

Annual  Report  of  the  Principal    1972 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Pioneer  Valley  Re  g  - 
ional  School  District  Committee: 

I  herewith  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  principal  of  Pio- 
neer Valley  Regional  School. 

1972  was  the  year  of  our  evaluation  by  the  New  England  As- 
sociation of  Schools  and  Colleges.  In  May,  1972,  a  visiting 
committee  consisting  of  nineteen  (19)  educators  fromthevar- 
ious  New  England  States  spent  three  and  a  half  days  evaluating 
every  aspect  of  our  s  c  h  o  o  1 .  To  get  ready  for  this  May  1972 
evaluation  the  staff  spent  a  complete  year  of  preparation  and 
self -evaluation  beginning  in  the  S  p  r  i  n  g  of  1  97 1 .  In  October, 
1972,  we  were  notified  by  the  N.  E.  A.  S.  C.  that  wehad.had 
our  accreditation  status  renewed  for  aperiod  of  five  years 
with  two  and  five  year  reports  to  be  completed  and  submitted 
to  the  N.  E.  A.  S.  C.  by  June,  1974,  and  June,  1977,  respec- 
tively. 

The  general  tone  of  the  report  was  certainly  a  "positive" one. 
Some  recommendations  made  by  the  visiting  committee  in  the 
report  had  already  been  effected  before  the  report  was  received 
with  other  recommendations  acted  upon  d  u  r  i  n  g  the  latter 
months  of  1972.  Basically,  the  visiting  committee  commen- 
ded our  school,  staff,  and  school  committee  for  the  high  level 
of  effort  put  forth  in  meeting  the  needs  of  our  student  comm- 
unity, the  self -evaluation  process,  the  flexibility  of  programs 
within  our  space  allocations,  the  rapport  betweenpupil-teach- 
er,  teacher  and  administration  and  the  community -at -large. 

1972  also  saw  the  birth  of  our  Career  Education  Program  with 
all  proposals  andi  n  f  o  r  ma  t  i  o  n  completed  by  the  Steering 
Committee  and  submitted  to  the  school  committee  for  their 
approval  in  November,  1972,  and  their  subsequent  approval 
of  Mr.  Glenn  Yankee  as  Director  of  Career  Education  in  De- 
cember, 1972.  This  program  will  make  it  possible  to  b  e  1 1  e  r 
serve  the  interests  of  many  of  our  students  and  adequately 
prepare  them  for  the  world    of  work.    Our  projected  Career 
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Education  Program  is  truly  a  "giant  step"  for  Pioneer  in  its 
educational  endeavors. 

Certainly  our  Mini-Course  Program  during  the  week  of  June 
12-16,,  1972,  was  also  a  highlight  of  our  1971-72  school  year. 
A  variety  of  courses,  seventy-three  in  all,  were  offered  for 
student  and  faculty  participation  during  this  week.  Both  staff 
members  and  students  jointly  developed  the  courses  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Carolyn  Hoskin  and  Mr.  William  Giles. 
Many  community  resource  people  were  used  as  instructors  and 
chaperones  along  with  Pioneer  faculty  members  and  students. 
This  program  was  truly  a  total  "  community -team"  effort. 

For  the  present  1972-73  school  year  our  school's  professio- 
nal staff  totals  fifty  members  with  the  addition  of  six  faculty 
members.  Full  time  personnel  were  added  in  industrial  arts, 
reading  and  special  education  with  part  time  instructors  ad- 
ded in  art,  home  economics  and  girls'  physical  education.  We 
were  also  able  to  increase  our  library  aide  position  to  full 
time  while  adding  a  part  time  office  aide. 


Our  school  opened  this  September  with  an  enrollment  of  6 17. 
Our  space  and  facility  needs  continue  to  be  critical.

In- 
deed, everyone  "rose  to  the  occasion"  and  for  this  I  am  most 
grateful.  However,  in  my  five  years  as  principal  of  Pioneer, 
I  have  found  this  to  be  typical  of  our  school  committee,  pe  r  - 
sonnel,  students,  and  citizens  of  our  s  chool  district.  Team- 
work is  a  prime  factor  in  all  formulas  for  success,  and  this 
factor  was  definitely  demonstrated  by  all  concerned  during  the 
year  1972. 

My  sincere  thanks  go  to  all  concerned  for  their  untiriiqg  ef- 
forts in  behalf  of  their  s  chool  and  its  students.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  Pioneer  Valley  Regional 
School  Committee: 

In  late  August  all  candidates  for  football  were  given  a  physical 
examination.  During  October  and  November,  all  members  of 
the  cross-country  squads,  volleyball  team,  field  hockey,  and 
cheer -leading  groups,  as  well  as  potential  candidates  for  the 
basketball  team,  who  had  not  been  examined  for  a  fall  sport, 
and  all  pupils  of  grades  seven  and  ten,  were  examined.
